Clarksville, Tenn., Feb, 26 —The 
election held here to-day to decide 
whether or not the saloons shall be 
abolished, resulted in a victory for 
the anti-saloon people by a majority 
of 254 votes. The vote was heavy 
and such an election was never 
fore seen in the city. Early in the 
morning 2,000 men, women and 
children paraded the streets, waving 
banners and singing inspiring songs. 
Prayer- meetings were held in rooms 
near the polling places, the church 
bells rang and the most intense in- 
terest was manifested. The most 
prominent citizens took part in the 
fight against the saloons. The total 
vote was: Orys. 811; wets, 567. 

The election passed off very quiet- 
ly. 

The workers had wonderful effect, 
and many men were moved to tears 
as the hundreds of little children 
passed along the streets singing and 
cheering for temperance. A tent 
was erected on the Public Sqilare 
near the polling place, and coffee 
and sandwiches were served to all 
voters, both white and colored, dur- 
ing the entire day. At the court 
house lunch was also served. 

Sheriff Johns, of Nashville, made 
two speeches to larjre crowds in the 
interest of temperance, and did great 
work. The saloon men were very 
active, however, and succeeded in 
getting out one of the largest coli 
ed votes ever recorded in the ci 
Both sides had challengers at the 
polls, and many votes were thrown 
out. Prominent men and womer 
worked faithfully at the polls all day, 
and prayers were offered for the 
success of { the case in the court- 
house, were hundreds of ladies had 
assembled.

New Dor Law will Bring the 
Treasury Big Amount. 

Under the dog tax statute ail 
claims for the destruction of sheep 
by dogs, after approval by the fiscal 
court of the county, are to be filed 

ith the State Auditor, and to be 
paid by him after the first of Jan- 
uary each year, or the amount col- 
lected in the county pro rated if the 
claims are for an amount in excess 
of the taxes collected from thi3 
source. After all such claims have 
been settled, the surplus remaining 
to the credit of a county shall be 
transferred to the credit of the 
school fund of such county.
